The  approach  of  tne  Centennial  year  saw  greater  use  made 
of  our  wanitoba  weekly  newspapers  for  local  history  projects. 

Centenn      Canada  and  the  approach  of  our  own 
Provincial  Centennial  in  1970  increased  the  workload  of  the  staff  this 
past  year.  Subjects  were:  ethnic  groups  -  Icelandic,  Ukrainian,  Latvian; 
the  costumes  of  early  Red  itiver  Settlement  aays;  Dawson  Route,  Lake 
siz,  the  Red  River  cart,  Manitoba  song,  Flags,  Manitoba's  floral 
m  anu  coat  of  arms,  the  development  of  northern  Manitoba,  the 
early  trails,  in  addition  to  federalism  and  bi-lingualisra,  and  general 
histories  of  Canada  and  Manitoba. 

The  compilation  of  local,  histories  of  Manitoba  took  an 
upward  swing  and  1967  -  1970  should  see  the  results  of  these  labours. 
Our  holdings  of  the  Manitoba  weekly  newspapers  proved  invaluable  for 
research  workers  in  this  field.  The  local  newspapers  are  the  only  source 
material  for  the  economic  ano  social  growth  of  our  towns  ano  cities. 

Other  inquiries  included  Floods  and  the  Manitoba  Floodway, 
Land  grants  to  Metis,  Canada  Assistance  Plan,  Integration   of  the  Canada 
Pension  Plan  with  other  plans,  ixiucation  (all  phases),  Highway  programmes 
in  otiier  countries  and  provinces,  Manitoba  Development  Fund,  Ukrainian 
language  in  high  schools,  advantages  of  a  two-part;/  system,  national  in- 
come ano  expenditure,  Hudson  Bay  Railway;  election  results,  teachers' 
salaries  in  other  provinces,  Indian  treaties,  consumer  credit,  history 
of  political  parties. 

The  members  of  the  Boys'  Parliament  are  always  interesting, 
but  exacting.  The  reference  staff's  time  during  the  periods  of  their 
sessions  is,  of  necessity,  devoted  entirely  to  their  needs. 


NEWSPAPERS  ANL  PERIODICALS 

The  bulk  of  the  backlog  of  newspaper  microfilming  is  completed. 
The  ethnic  papers  are  in  the  process  of  being  filmed.  The  original  papers 
have  been  transferred  to  dead  storage  and  will  be  retained  so  long  as 
it  is  feasible.   Storage  space  outside  the  Legislative  Building  would  be 
ioeal  as  it  would  be  more  accessible  than  in  the  Dome,  there  being  no 
elevator  facilities  for  this  area.

ing  program  for  new  welfare  workers.   All  new  staff  members  appointed  to  the  departments 
received  a  tour  and  explanation  of  library  services. 

A  small  specialized  library  must  collect  current,  up-to-date  material  as  well 
as  house  important  retrospective  publications  pertaining  to  its  own  field  of  interest. 
To  achieve  this  goal  it  is  necessary  to  maintain  an  active  weeding  program  and  this  year 
many  items  which  were  not  of  essential  value  to  the  collection  were  added  to  the  Provin- 
cial Library  Duplicate  Exchange  list  for  the  benefit  of  other  libraries.   A  list  of  dupli- 
cate copies  of  general  health  and  welfare  pamphlets  which  the  library  collected  over  a 
period  of  two  years  was  distributed  to  the  rural  health  units  and  rural  welfare  regional 
offices.   The  response  was  overwhelming  and  all  items  were  distributed.   These  rural  of- 
fices maintain  small  reference  collections  for  the  use  of  their  staff  and  the  clientele 
they  serve. 

In  addition  to  contributing  to  the  National  Union  Catalogue  and  the  Provincial 
Library  Union  Catalogue  the  library  sent  bibliographic  information  concerning  publica- 
tions produced  by  the  departments  to  the  Ontario  Bibliography  for  Regional  Development. 
Four  lists  of  new  additions  to  the  collection  were  distributed  in  1966.   Monthly  lists 
of  selected  books  received  by  the  library  were  published  in  the  monthly  newsletter  of 
the  Department  of  Health.   Bibliographies  published  previously  on  sex  education  and  men- 
tal retardation  were  reprinted  and  distributed  in  response  to  continued  demand.   Exten- 
sive bibliographies  were  prepared  for  staff  on  the  following  topics:   ambulances  and 
ambulance  services,  child  abuse,  and  the  health  problems  of  the  Indians  in  Manitoba  and 
Canada. 

The  librarian  attended  the  monthly  directors'  meetings  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment and  the  Manitoba  Public  Health  Conference.   At  the  request  of  the  Director  of  Den- 
tal Services  she  participated  in  the  reviewing  of  dental  health  films  for  possible  pur- 
chase by  the  department.   At  the  request  of  the  Provincial  Librarian  career  talks  were 
given  to  high  school  students  interested  in  library  service  careers.   Advice  on  the  es- 
tablishment of  book  collections  in  the  Municipal  Hospitals  of  Winnipeg  and  the  Children's 
Aid  Society  of  Western  Manitoba  was  given  at  their  request.  For  the  third  year  the 
librarian  has  edited  the  Manitoba  Library  Association  Bulletin  which  has  provided  her 
with  a  unique  opportunity  to  discover  new  sources  of  information. 

The  library  experienced  several  staff  changes  in  1966  with  regard  to  the 
Clerk- Typist  II  position.   Miss  Norma  Watts  resigned  in  June  to  move  East  after  seven- 
teen years  of  service.   She  was  replaced  by  Miss  Debbie  Harris  who  resigned  in  August 
to  complete  her  high  school  education.   In  September  the  position  was  filled  by  Miss 
Diana  Neufeld. 

Throughout  the  year  the  library  received  assistance  from  many  other  libraries. 
In  particular  we  wish  to  express  out  gratitude  to  tne  Provincial  Library,  Department  of 
Agriculture  Library,  Medical  and  Dental  College  Libraries,  Winnipeg  Public  Library, 
University  of  Manitoba  Library,  National  Research  Council  Library  and  the  National  Library 
of  Ottawa.

2.   Feaeration  of  Libraries. 

Part  4  -  Feaeration  oi'  Regional  ana  Municipal  Public  Libraries  - 
was  an  addition  to  the  Act,  permitting  library  boards  to  unite  unaer 
a  federated  system  oi'  libraries.   The  member  libraries  woula  retain 
their  local  boards  ana  would  be  represented  on  the  feaerated  boara 
by  two  oi'  its  members.  The  system  woula  result  in  larger  library 
areas  ana  thus  operate  more  efficiently  ana  economically.   The  main 
library  or  resource  centre  woula  provide:  professional  staff,  prefessional 
guidance,  reference  resources,  inter-library  loan  requests,  book  selec- 
tion, and  ordering  ana  the  technical  services.  Books  woula  rotate 
among  the  member  libraries. 

The  pilot  project  we  are  promoting  is  the  area  generally  en- 
compassed by  the  West-Man  Regional  Development  Corporation  Inc.   It 
would  be  necessary  for  a  majority  of  the  libraries  in  the  area  to  join 
to  make  the  federation  effective. 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  library  boards  both 
individually  and  collectively.  At  present  there  are  some  boards  still 
reluctant  to  participate.
